In any event the Japanese without

And on this theory they 
are balking at the 60 per cent ratio 
unless there is attached thereto some 
sort of a ^scheme affording them pro- 
tection politically. Acceptance or ul- 
timate rejection of the .ratio will rest 
on this scheme, it is clearly indicated.

Wilson Says League Enemies 


Foresaw Political Reaction if 
They Evaded Demand for 
Peace—Time to Test Their 
Americanism Now. 


By United Press Leased Wire 


Washington—Woodrow \Vilson may 


soon sound a rallying call urging 
friends of the league of nations to a 
new effort to vindicate tho principles 
tho league embodies. 


Wilson, according to a recent caller, 


believes the time has arrived*to test 
tho sincerity of those who said they 
cpposed the league on "American 
grounds." The- former president was 
quoted as having- said he.did not be- 
lieve senators'could save their faces 
if they were now called on to vote 
on the question of American entrance, 
into the league, -under reservations 
safeguarding all .American rights. 


" "Wilson pointed out to his caller that 
Great Britain? "France, Italy t and _ all 
the otjherjleadins league members are 
willing tjt> agree to virtually any con- 
ditions'proposed by tho United States 
in -return for its entrance into the 
league.

Wilson has made no direct- comment 


on the Harding association of nations 
plan. He has expressed 
the view, 


however, that "recent events" have 
shown unmistakably that the-United 
States is headed towards membership 
in a league of nations. These events 
include the arms limitation confer- 
ence, concerning which Wilson has 
maintained absolute silence so far as 
the public is concerned. 


His close friends, however,1-say he 


views the conference as a severe blow 
to the enemies of tho league who 
wanted the conference because they 
foresaw a strong political reaction 
against themselves unless they cre- 
ated some agency that would achieve 
the ideals'-expressed in. the league— 
world peace, with a consequent reduc 
tion of armaments and taxation.

about Mr. Black and further denied 
she said she hoped tho visit to the 
Ryan home would not upset her hus- 
band who was not feeling well. She 
sakl her husband was an abstainer 
from intoxicating liquors and had on- 
ly a public school education.

estate agent was the first witness to 
take- the stand in the Thursday after- 
noon session of the trial saying that 
in all his dealings with Mr. Black be- 
fore the "night raid" he had found him 
to .be in a good sound state of mind, 
when questioned by Attorney W. D.

As the only 
sure way to prove that a Mikimomo 
pearl is not a wild pearl is to cut it in 
half to show the nucleus, tho identity 
of a culture pearl is apt to bo loot, he 
points out. Pearl Farming 


The system under which Mr. Mlki- 


moto operates his pearl farm seems 
so simple—though ho says it requires 
extreme care—that -'it would be much 
copied if he had not protected himself 
by patents. His process is patented 
not only in Japan but in a number of 
other countries as well. He received 
his patent from the United States pa- 
tent off ice "in 1911. when he had Just 
begun to get successful results with 
round pearls. 


His unique pearl farm consists of a 


great stretch of leased water and an 
island in the Bay of Ago. A good deal 
of fishing for wild pearls has always 
beon done in this locality. Mr. Miki- 
moto chose the place, figuring that 
conditions should be favorable 
to 


oyster culture. 


Young oysters live in the beds there 


for three years. They are then taken 
out and an irritant, tho nucleus for 
a pearl, is introduced into the oyster. 
The nucleus Is generally a round bit 
of mother-of-pearl inserted in the liver 
cf the oyster. 
- The oysters aro then parked 
in 


fields on tho sea bottom, each shell 
being placed a foot or more away 
from the next. For four to six years 
this set of oysters is left there. 
In 


that time, enough layers of mother- 
of-pearl are deposited by the oyster 
to make a fairly large pearl. Then 
women divers bring up the oysters 
the pearls are removed. 


This farming is not so,easy as it 


sounds. 
Inserting the especially pre- 


pared bit of nucleus into the oyster 
is delicate work. And as in all farm- 
ing, there are pests and weeds to com- 
bat. 
.The octopus and starfish are 


two. marine animals who enjoy eating 
oysters. 
Some'kind of seaweed, too, 


spread so rapidly as_ to choke hun- 
dreds of oysters; leaving the pearls 
half formed, perhaps worthless. 
- Implanting the irritant Into the 
oyster itself, instead of allowing it to 
become attached to tho shell, made 
the round, cultured pearl possible. For 
years, cultured pearls were flat on 
cne side. The nucleus was placed in

Basketball has plenty of 
ction when the referee or umpire 
sn't busy calling fouls. In most of 
the saaies I have seen in the last two 
or three years, the officials have been 
he most active individuals on the 
door. 
FREE THROWS TOO FREQUENT 


Too many basketball 
gomes 
are 


won on free throws. Such a result 
eaves the same taste as having an 
umpire score the -winning run in a 
:all game by calling a balk. It is too 
tamo a finish for an exciting game. 


To illustrate my point, take the 


eastern college championship of last 
•ear. Penn won the championship, 
yet in four of its ten games it was 
outscored from the filed and In two 
other games held to a tio score from 
ihe field. Penn "won 
the championship 


ause it had a clever man at throw- 


ing fouls. 


That" has been the " chief faalt'of 
sketball- for, years, too much stress 


being laid on j the fonil. Since all 
coaches and experts are agred that 
the foul rule needs revision, it aeems 
certain _that some action 
will 
be 


taken at the next meeting of the 
rules committee. 
< 


.' - - Changs in Scoring 
Here are some of the suggestions 


that will tend to take awav some of 
the importance that is now attached 
to the throwing of fouls. As a matter 
of fact, basketball as now played is a 
game of specialists, in -which the ex- 
pert on the throwing of baskets from 
the- foul line is featured. 


1. Award a point or a. half point 


for every foul called against an op- 
ponent. 


2. Iteduct a point or a half point 


for every foul called against a team. 


3. Whenever a foul is called the 


ball be declared dead, and be given 
to the offended side, with the right to 
put it in play without being hampered 
by guarding. 


4. Require the 
opponent of the 


player who commits the foul to try 
the free throw. 


5. Change the scoring rules as fol- 


lows: Goal from field. 3 points; goal 
from personal foul. 2 points: goal 
from technical foul, 1 point. 
" 


The first three suggestions "seem 


best as they place an equal penalty 
for each, -offense. 


Ry Billy Evans -

'Another football season has gone 


into history without definite selection 
ol a state high school champion. The 
same thing has happened for several 
years and j et notliing is being done to 
clear up the muddle. 


Two teams in this section of the 


state are claiming the title and neither 
team has much of a basis. Marinette. 
In spite of its defeat at the hands of 
Oshkosh. has called itself the state 
champion and Oshkosh, by virtue of 
its win over Marinette and its clean 
record also lays 
claim to the title. 


Both teams have fairly good claims 
but neither 
h,ts done anything to 


prove beyond a doubt its title to the 
championship. 


There are Just as many schools with 


basketball teams as there- are schools 
with football and it is comparatively 
easy to pick a basketball champ. Why 
not apply the same sj stem to football? 


DISTRICT STATE 


It has been suggested that the state 


be divided into four large districts 
as a basis for determining champion- 
ship. -One district would include the 
Fox river vallev and all the territory 
north to Marinette. Another would 
take in the southeastern section of 
the state, including Racine. Kenosha, 
Janesville, Bcloit and those schools. A 
third district would include the south- 
western and western section, taking in 
Madison. Eau Claire and Chippewa 
Fallsl The Wisconsin river valley.
